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Gassed — and 


out of state 


if you are driving through another 
state and you pull into a gas station, will 
you get as much gas as the people who 
live there? 

On the whole, yes, according to a 
Christian Science Monitor survey — so 
far 

Some states won't serve you if your 
license plate ends with an odd number 
and it's an even-numbered date (or visa 
versa). Other states will. Experts advise 
you to keep up to date on regulations in 
the states you'll be visiting 

The outlook for the traditional spring 
and summer tourist seasons is clouded, 
much depends on whether the Federal 
Energy Office’s ruling prohibiting gas 
stations from favoring reenlar 
customers is or is not effective 

If it is, out-of-staters will benefit. If 
not, and gas stations can favor preferred 
customers, then out-of-staters may find 
themselves at the end of the line 

It is not known yet whether the FEO 
will stick to a strict interpretation of the 
ruling or whether it will modify thh 
nneewr/ to placate many gas station 
dealers across the country who oppose it 

In practice, some dealers are just not 
paying attention to the law 

One gas station in a Boston suburb 
looks blacked out and deserted at 
midnight. But it's really doing business 
If you are a regular customer you know 
you can pull up to the pump — preferably 
with your lights cut — and an attendant 
will slip out of the station to fill your 
tank. The gas station is ‘open’ to 
regulars between midnight and 1 a.m. 
The rest of the time the station is 
“closed.” 

The Washington, D.C., area has a 
major problem with cars bearing out-of- 
state license plates. Many 
congressmen, diplomats and others 
retain their own home state tags. Out-of- 
state tag cars are allowed to buy gas on 
any day of the week in Washington 
northern Virginia and southern 
Maryland — and this has led to 
suspicions that many residents are 
taking advantage of their out-of-state 
tags to do so 

Petroleum allocation officials are 
studying the situation, with one eye on 
the summer tourist season. But no one 
knows yet how many tourists will have 
the courage (or the gas) to drive to 
Washington this year — or to anywhere 
else 

A survey of state officials, automobile 
clubs, and service-station associations 
finds that generally the motorist with the 
out-of-state license plate is not being 
discriminated against. In fact, in some 
of those states with gas rationing plans 
as in the D.C. area, a “foreign’’ license 
tag might even be an advantage 

Massachusetts, Oregon and 
Washington also allow out-of-staters to 
buy gas on any day 

Other states such as New Hampshire 
ask that motorists from other states 
obey the odd-even gas purchase plan 

“There’s no official discrimination 
against out-of-state people,” says Wayne 
King of the American Automobile 
Association in Miami. “‘Some gas 
stations here have been servicing 
regular customers only, but hopefully 
this latest ruling by the Federal Energy 
Office would cut that out 

The tourist might even have an edge on 
the resident, offers King most of 
the service stations are open during the 
daylight hours only. And local people 
who work have t tttae time off from 
work to get gas while the tourists have 
the whole day to find it 

There have been long lines of cars 
waiting for gas in Miami, and Miami 
Beach even though these areas have a 
voluntary rationing plan, he reports, and 
cars also are bumper to bumper in some 
areas such as Orlando and Jacksonville 

King says a recent survey taken by his 
organization shows that there were 
“adequate supplies” in Florida's rural 
areas. it was “touch and go” on the 
turnpikes — sometimes stations were 
only giving $1 to $3 worth of gas so that 
motorists could “‘limp down the 
turnpike’ — and once you got t the 
resort areas, “you had to take your 
chances like everybody else.’ Night 
times and Sundays are “tricky.” 

Travelers were reported having 4 
difficult time finding gasoline in the 
Carolinas on their way to Florida. 

Tourism officials in vacation centers 
like Florida are working hard tw see that 
vacationers get a fair deal during the gas 
shortage 

Resentment toward gas users from out 
of state, says John Gottlieb from 
Vermont's Energy Office, 8 expressed 
by quite a few Vermonters — especially 
in those areas where operators of ski 
facilities are promising gas to skiers m 
an effort to promote business.

Final action on the proposed F oothi 
Fire Protection District will be taken y 
the voters June 4, following approval ot 
the reorganization of Alta Loma 
Cucamonga, Etiwanda and Cucamonga 
County Water districts by the Board of 
Supervisors. The Local Agency 
Formation Commission had previously 
approved the reorganization proposa 
which also had the support of the various 
districts, at Monday's Board meeting 

With the exception of about a quarter 
section of land at the southeast corner o! 
Etiwanda and Foothill, which is a part of 
the Fontana Fire district, the boundarie® 
of the Foothill Fire Protection District 
will be the same as those of the 
Municipal Advisory Council (MAC 
the area 

County Counsel's office advised thal 
for the election to be successful in June it 
will be necessary that a majority of the 
vote in Cucamonga Fire District as weil 
as a majority of the vote in the 
remainder of the territory be cast for the 
reorganization.

Glass arches surround the chamber 
which is situated a few feet lower than 
the floor level of the larger office areas 
\ ramp will take visitors down into the

Overhead, a dome or skylight effect 
will extend over the council seats at the 
front of the room. A red carpet will 
cover the floor. Office areas will sit to 
the Jeft and right of the chamber 

Eye-level, movable partitions will 
separate the 140 employes, and 10 
departments that will use the $818,900 
building 

Engineers will use light from the glass 
arches adjacent to their drafting tables 
along the east wall of the building 
located on the southeast corner of Arrow

The city manager and his staff will be

The most dominate feature of the 


building are its many arches. To make 
the huge arches, workmen pump 6’ 
cubic into wooden 
molds. Styrofoam is used to mold the 
indented edge of each arch. Building the 
arches is a time consuming process 
which includes a seven-day wait before 
the cement dries sufficiently to allow the 
removal of the wooden molds 

When offices are rearranged, 4 
relocated desk can be serviced by simply 
drilling a hole into the uniformly spaced 
underground system 

Construction of the building is on 
schedule. Work on the roof will begin this 
week and the city hall should be 
completed by late June

“The world we live in today is 
merely a stepping stone to 
tomorrow, with countless 
challenging questions left for 
scientists and engineers to 
answer.’

The noncommercial show 
seeks to encourage more 
student interest in science, 
engineering, and related 
vocational careers. It was 
presented live and in 
nontechnical language by 
General Motors lecturers 


Two highlights of the 45- 
minute program included 
energy conversion techniques 


involving fuel cells and solar 
cells 

Potentially one of the most 
significant scientific 
developments of the century 
fuel cells convert chemical 
energy into electrical power 
with much greater efficiency 
than is now obtained from 
conventional power plants 
During the show, a few drops of 
“liquid sunshine” added to the 
cells provided enough energy to 
operate a portable radio 

The GM representatives also 
explained how the energy of the 
sun can be converted into 
electricity by running a model 
of the Surveyor Lunar Roving 
Vehicle on solar cells. A 30- 
watt lamp, simulating the sun's 
rays, powered the Moon Rover 
across an undulating table top 
surface 

Students also saw 
paced demonstrations 
illustrate recent developments 
toward solving water and air 
pollution problems. First, the 
lecturers showed progress 
being made to cleanup water 
used in an industrial process 
They combined two common 
manufacturing pollutants to 
produce
